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AMERICA PAYS LESS FOR GASOLINE 
Those who rail at "the high price of gasoline" Bliould 
know that American motorists pay only about GO per 
cent as much per gallon for motor fuel as do the car 
owners of the rest of the world. 

A recent study of prices demonstrates that the aver- 
age price of gasoline In this country Is about 20 tents a 
gallon. The average for the rest of the world Is 35 cents. 
In Great Britain, France, Germany, and Italy, motorists 
pay up to -10 cents, and In Bolivia gas reaches the re- 
cord price of 65 cents. Even motorists In Canada and 
Mexlca pay 15 to So per cent more than wo do. 

Gasoline Is the only commodity in general use which 
now costs less than It did before the war. Today's dol- 
lar, on the 1013 basis, buys more than a dollar's worth 
of gasoline, but only about GO cents worth of the average 
commodity. This Is due, principally, to the phenomenal 
progress made by the American oil Industry In •develop- 
ing new fields, more scientific and economic producing 
and refining methods, and the best marketing facilities 
In the world. The Industry has worked with the object 
In view of providing Its buying public with the highest 
possible grade of motor fuel at a reasonable price. 

When gasoline prices appear to be exorbitant. It will 
usually be found that this Is the result of excessive 
gas taxes. Tax rates of four, five and six cents a gal- 
lon — 20 to 30 per cent of the price — are common. New 
increases are proposed in many states. However, tho 
American public has shown that it is weary of boing 
"gas-taxed" to death and It Is improbable that tho next 
few years will bring many Increases. 

"THE PANIC IN POLITICS" 
In the December Vanity Fair, Jay Franklin does a 
splendid bit of work in analyzing tho theories advanced 
on so-called Issues In the last election. 

Thero was, Mr. Franklin says, only one real Issue be- 
fore the American people when they camo to tho polls 
In November— tho economic situation. Tho upheaval, ho 
continues, was due to popular resentment against tho 
politicians who failed to cure the actual causes of that 
resentment — "The Four Horsemen of tho Economic 
Apocalypse: hunger, cold, unemployment and fear of 
the future." 

A strenuous effort Is boing made to demonstrate that 
the election proved that tho American people wanted 



government ownorship of the power industry. Power 
was not a deciding factor, in moro than three states. 
Electric rates are not of any great moment to a man in 
search of a job. nor Is the spectacle of politicians spend- 
tag the peoples money to experiment with business par- 
tlcularly appealing to a family which Is wondering 
where Its winter fuel Is to como from. 

Government and Industry must cooperate to solve 
economic problems. Prosperity will como back as tho 
result of Industrial expansion and development— not as 
tho result of bureaucratic meddling with our Institutions 

* * * 

USELESS LAWS CAUSE LAW DISRESPECT 
A recent statement brings out the fact that It will cost 
twice as much to maintain California prisons for the next 
two years as It did for the past two years. 

All over the nation stale governments— as well as fed- 
eral—are perplexed by the growing cost of prisons, 
which Is. of course, the obvious result of the Increasing 
number of prisoners. Many penitentiaries are crowded 
to the point when* officials are desperately socking to 
find a place to put the steady flow of now lumntes. The 
upshot or the matter will bo that the public will bo 
taxed to build more Institutions, as has already been 
done in various localities. 

Many causes have beon blamed for Increasing crime 
but authorities have stated that the American crime 
problem will never be solved until our legal system Is 
revised, unnecessary, restrictive laws weeded out and we 
return to more strict enforcement of basic laws. 

Thero are* thousands of persons In prison today be- 
cause of acts which In themselves are not crimes but 
which a "now" law makes a crime. The mania for law- 
making In this country has been tho greatest wholesale 
manufacturer of criminals and the principal cause for 
disrespect for law. More laws to restrict individual 
rights and liberties will mean more Inw breaking.

GOOD ROADS FOR 1931 

In a great many states erfort Is being made to accel- 
erate public works building as a cure for unemployment 

Roads are the leading factor In any program of this 
kind. Their construction glvoB work to thousands of 
needy persons at good wages— and tho cost of the work 
is returned many times over to states and communities. 
Good roads are not an expense but an Investment which 
pays a high rate of dividends. . 

At present, particular attention Is being paid to rural 
roads. It Is a rare farmer who* is assured of a year- 
round weatherproof artery of communication between 
his farm and a main highway. Increased farm road ap- 
propriations not only remedy this, but provide a living 
to tho multitude of farmers and farm employees who 
face an economic crisis resulting from the unsettled 
marketing conditions for farm products. ' 

Now York, California and other states have pointed 
the way. A move Is on foot to Increase the federal gov- 
ernment's appropriations. The farm-to-mnrkot road move- 
ment should take a long Jump forward in 1931.

"WHAT THE WISE MEN SAW" 
Ono of tho New Testament narra- 
Itves, relative to tho birth of Jesus 
moro than 1900 years ago, relates the 
the Incident of somo men who were 
called, "Wise Men," who, following a 
strange star, journeyed from a far 
country to see tho babe, Jesus. When 
they found him, it is said they fell at 
his foot and worshipped him and pre- 
sented him with gifts, such as gold, 
valuable frankincense, and costly 
myrrh. After this act of their dovo- 
Hon they returned Into their country. 
Perhaps this question of what these 
wise' men really saw In this helpless 
-babe has been in our minds. What 
was It they saw In him after they ar- 
rived at the place of his birth, that 
caused them to fall down and worship 
him and give him Buch gifts as we are 
told? What sort of an urgo was it 
within them that -caused them, even 
before they Baw him, to go from a far 
country In order to worship hlra? 
Whatever answers wo may give to 
these questlonB may bo, after all, only 
a guess. Whatever urge It may have 
been that was In their breasts, or 
whatever they may havo seen In this 
helpless babe, wo may never know. 
But ono thing Is certain, their sincer- 
ity and earnestness of devotion In the 
worship of this Christ child Is a thing 
so rare and unusual that It la almost 
impossible to find It In this day In 
our worship, not of a helpless babe, 
but of a Christ and God who ls^ great 
as the universe Itself. Even the wild- 
est dreams or Imaginations of these 
wise men concerning tho future possi- 
bilities of this Chrst child could not 
begin to compare with the actual 
achievements of this man himself and 
the spirit that was In him during the 
nineteen centuries snee his birth.

Our business has como 
first, or our pleasures, or our desires, 
or our selfishness, or, perhaps, we 
have Just considered ourselves the 
person of primary consideration, rath- 
er than Christ or the other fellow. If 
Christ is buried so far beneath many 
other things in our lives, of course the 
world can never see Hlra within us,
